throughs in hypersonics have largely been established, 23

allowing pursuit of hypersonic glide weapons without 24

a prohibitive budget effect.

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(3) The Department of Defense has several 1

hypersonic research and development efforts under-2

way, including conventional prompt global strike 3

(CPS) weapons system, the Hypersonic Air-Breathing 4

(4) In testimony before the Committee on Armed 7

Services of the Senate on April 4, 2017, the Com-8

mander of United States Strategic Command, Gen-9

eral John Hyten, identified the conventional prompt 10

global strike weapons system as the ‘‘leading tech-11

nology maturation effort in the realm of hypersonics’’ 12

and stated that his command sees ‘‘an operational 13

need for a CPS capabilities by the mid-2020s.’’. 14

(5) Hypersonic weapons present a radical 15

change in warfare, because they can circumvent many 16

of the challenges associated with contested warfare 17

and integrated air defenses. 18

(6) Hypersonic weapons may provide solutions 19

to difficult problem sets, such as anti-access area de-20

nial schemes, deeply buried or hardened target sets, 21

and mobile high value target sets. 22

(7) Other countries are aggressively pursuing 23

hypersonic weapons at an alarming rate that threat-24

en to outpace the United States if the United States 25
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does not more aggressively pursue development of 1

hypersonic weapons. 2

(8) The Air Force has a $10,000,000 requirement 3

on the Unfunded Priority List for hypersonic proto-4

typing. 5

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 6

that— 7

(1) the Department of Defense should expedite 8

testing, evaluation, and acquisition of hypersonic 9

weapon systems to meet the stated needs of the 10

warfighter; 11

(2) testing of such weapon systems should in-12

clude flight testing, ground based testing, and under-13

water launch testing; 14

(3) the Department of Defense should adhere to 15

the requirement in section 1688 of the National De-16

fense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2017 (Public 17

Law 114–328) to proceed to a Milestone A decision on 18

the conventional prompt global strike weapons system 19

not later than September 30, 2020, or the date that 20

is 240 days after the successful completion of inter-21

mediate range flight 2 of such system; 22

(4) the United States cannot afford to lose its 23

advantage over foreign countries in developing 24

hypersonic weapons; and 25
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(5) the Department of Defense should focus on 1

the next generation of weapon systems, including 2

third offset technologies, such as hypersonics. 3

SEC. 236. IMPORTANCE OF HISTORICALLY BLACK COL-4

LEGES AND UNIVERSITIES AND MINORITY- 5

SERVING INSTITUTIONS. 6

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds that— 7

(1) historically Black colleges and universities 8

(HBCUs) and minority-serving institutions play a 9

gram to preserve sentinel landscapes. The program shall be 7

known as the ‘‘Sentinel Landscapes Partnership’’. 8

(b) DESIGNATION OF SENTINEL LANDSCAPES.—The 9

Secretary of Defense, in consultation with the Secretary of 10

Agriculture and the Secretary of the Interior, may, as the 11

Secretary determines appropriate, collectively designate one 12

or more sentinel landscapes. 13

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Armed Forces, allies, and friends, and employing the 1

use of industry contracted services.

‘‘(2) The Clearinghouse shall accelerate the develop-14

ment of planning tools necessary to determine the accept-15

ability to the Department of Defense of proposals included 16

in an application for an energy project submitted pursuant 17

to such section. 18

‘‘(3) The Clearinghouse shall perform such other func-19

tions as the Secretary of Defense assigns. 20

‘‘(c) REVIEW OF PROPOSED ACTIONS.—(1) Not later 21

than 30 days after receiving from the Secretary of Trans-22

portation a proper application for an energy project under 23

section 44718 of title 49 that may have an adverse impact 24

on military operations and readiness, the Clearinghouse 25

shall conduct a preliminary review of such application. The 1

review shall— 2

‘‘(A) assess the likely scope, duration, and level 3

of risk of any adverse impact of such energy project 4

on military operations and readiness; and 5

of such energy project, or others to mitigate the ad-8

verse impact and to minimize risks to national secu-9

rity while allowing the energy project to proceed with 10

development.

title 49 that may have an adverse impact on military oper-11

ations and readiness. 12

‘‘(5) The Clearinghouse shall establish procedures for 13

the Department of Defense for the coordinated consideration 14

of and response to a request for a review received from an-15

other Federal agency, a State government, an Indian tribal 16

government, a local government, a landowner, or the devel-17

oper of an energy project, including guidance to personnel 18

at each military installation in the United States on how 19

to initiate such procedures and ensure a coordinated De-20

partment response. 21

‘‘(6) The Clearinghouse shall develop procedures for 22

conducting early outreach to parties carrying out energy 23

projects that could have an adverse impact on military op-24

erations and readiness and to clearly communicate to such 25
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parties actions being taken by the Department of Defense 1

under this section. The procedures shall provide for filing 2

by such parties of a project area and preliminary project 3

in the future, with the Secretary of Transportation 9

pursuant to section 44718 of title 49, on military op-10

erations and readiness, including— 11

‘‘(i) investment priorities of the Department 12

of Defense with respect to research and develop-13

ment; 14

‘‘(ii) modifications to military operations to 15

accommodate applications for such projects; 16

‘‘(iii) recommended upgrades or modifica-17

tions to existing systems or procedures by the 18

Department of Defense; 19

‘‘(iv) acquisition of new systems by the De-20

‘‘(e) DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE DETERMINATION OF 4

UNACCEPTABLE RISK.—(1) The Secretary of Defense may 5

not object to an energy project filed with the Secretary of 6

Transportation pursuant to section 44718 of title 49, except 7

in a case in which the Secretary of Defense determines, after 8

giving full consideration to mitigation actions identified 9

pursuant to this section, that such project, in isolation or 10

cumulatively with other projects, would result in an unac-11

ceptable risk to the national security of the United States.

economic activity that the Armed Forces bring to the 20

State of Hawaii; 21

(4) if the facility were closed, the United States 22

Armed Forces would be unable to support the Na-23

tional Military Strategy, including the goals of the 24
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United States Pacific Commander, and national secu-1

rity interests would be significantly undermined; 2

(5) constant vigilance is required to ensure that 3

facility degradation and fuel leaks do not pose a 4

(1) To facilitate the coordination of existing 23

community programs and resources in the locations of 24

the pilot program in order to identify a model for the 25
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coordination of such programs and authorities that 1

can be replicated nationwide in communities in 2

which members of the Armed Forces described in sub-3

section (c) are undergoing the transition from active 4

duty to civilian life. 5

(2) To identify mechanisms by which the De-6

partment of Defense and existing community pro-7

grams and resources may work with employers and 8

shall, in consultation with the Director, carry out 13

such enhancements.

(g) USE OF CERTAIN PRIVATE INDUSTRY DATA.—In 15

carrying out background and security investigations pursu-16

ant to this section and section 951 of the National Defense 17

Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2017, the Secretary of 18

Defense may use background materials collected on individ-19

uals by the private sector, in accordance with national poli-20

cies and standards, that are applicable to such investiga-21

tions, including materials as follows: 22

(1) Financial information, including credit 23

scores and credit status. 24

(2) Criminal records. 25
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(3) Drug screenings. 1

(4) Verifications of information on resumes and 2

employment applications (such as previous employers, 3

educational achievement, and educational institutions 4

attended). 5

(5) Other publicly available electronic informa-6

tion. 7

(h) SECURITY CLEARANCES FOR CONTRACTOR PER-8

SONNEL.— 9

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Defense shall 10

review the requirements of the Department of Defense 11

relating to position sensitivity designations for con-12

tractor personnel in order to determine whether such 13

requirements may be reassessed or modified to reduce 14

the number and range of contractor personnel who are 15

issued security clearances in connection with work 16

under contracts with the Department. 17

(2) GUIDANCE.—The Secretary shall issue guid-18

ance to program managers, contracting officers, and 19

security personnel of the Department specifying re-20

ligence and the Director of the Office of Personnel 20

progress of the Secretary in carrying out the require-8

ments of this section during such calendar year quar-9

ter. Until the backlog of security clearance applica-10

tions at the National Background Investigations Bu-11

reau is eliminated, each quarterly briefing shall also 12

include the current status of the backlog and the re-13

sulting mission and resource impact to the Depart-14

ment of Defense and the defense industrial base.

fense (Comptroller) shall develop and maintain on an 15

Internet website available to Federal Government 16

agencies a tool (commonly referred to as a ‘‘dash-17

board)’’ to permit Federal Government officials to 18

track key indicators of the financial performance of 19

the Department of Defense, including outstanding ac-20

counts payable, abnormal accounts payable, out-21

standing advances, unmatched disbursements, abnor-22

tool shall be updated not less frequently than monthly. 18

based on an evaluation of the relative costs of rota-18

tional and forward-based forces as well as impacts to 19

deployment timelines of threats to lines of commu-20

nication and anti-access area denial capabilities of 21

potential adversaries. 22

(2) An assessment by each commander of a geo-23

graphic combatant command of the capability and 24

force structure gaps within the context of an evalua-25
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tion of the potential threats in the theater of oper-1

ations of the combatant command concerned and the 2

operation plans that such combatant command are 3

expected to execute. 4

(3) An evaluation of the concept of operations 5

and the sources of manpower for headquarters re-6

quired to oversee and direct execution of current oper-7

ations plans. 8

SEC. 1062. ARMY MODERNIZATION STRATEGY. 9

(a) STRATEGY REQUIRED.—The Secretary of the 10

Army shall develop a modernization strategy for the total 11

Army. 12

(b) ELEMENTS.—The strategy required by subsection 13

(a) shall include the following: 14

(1) A comprehensive description of the future 15

total Army, including key objectives, war fighting 16

challenges, and risks, sufficient to establish require-17

ments, set priorities, identify opportunity costs, and 18

establish acquisition time lines for the total Army 19

over a period beyond the period of the current future- 20

years defense program under section 221 of title 10, 21

United States Code. 22

(2) Mechanisms for identifying programs of the 23

Army that may be unnecessary, or do not perform ac-24
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cording to expectations, in achieving the future total 1

Army. 2

(3) A comprehensive description of the manner 3

in which the future total Army intends to fight and 4

win as part of a joint force engaged in combat across 5

all operational domains. 6

(4) A comprehensive description of the mecha-7

nisms required by the future total Army to maintain 8

command, control, and communications and 9

sustainment. 10

(c) PARTICULAR CONSIDERATIONS.—In developing the 11

strategy required by subsection (a), the Secretary shall take 12

into particular account the following: 13

(1) Current trends and developments in weapons 14

and equipment technologies. 15

(2) New tactics and force design of peer adver-16

saries, including the rapid pace of development of 17

such tactics and force design by such adversaries. 18

(d) REPORT.— 19

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days after 20

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary 21

shall submit to the congressional defense committees 22

the strategy required by subsection (a). 23
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(2) FORM.—If the report is submitted in classi-1

fied form, the report shall be accompanied by an un-2

classified summary. 3

formed as follows: 6

Force that connects national security strategy to air-8

considered, with assumptions and possible scenarios 11

identified for each; 12

(3) provide for presentation of minority views of 13

AND WORKING CAPITAL FUNDS. 21

(a) DEFINITION.—In this section, the term ‘‘covered 22

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(b) INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY SYSTEM MODERNIZA-1

TION AND WORKING CAPITAL FUNDS.— 2

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The head of a covered 3

agency may establish within the covered agency an 4

information technology system modernization and 5

working capital fund for necessary expenses described 6

in paragraph (3). 7

(2) SOURCE OF FUNDS.—The following amounts 8

may be deposited into an IT working capital fund: 9

(A) Reprogramming and transfer of funds 10

made available in appropriations Acts enacted 11

after the date of enactment of this Act, including 12

the transfer of any funds for the operation and 13

maintenance of legacy information technology 14

systems, in compliance with any applicable re-15

programming law or guidelines of the Commit-16

tees on Appropriations of the Senate and the 17

House of Representatives or transfer authority 18

specifically provided in appropriations law. 19

(B) Amounts made available to the IT 20

working capital fund through discretionary ap-21

propriations made available after the date of en-22

actment of this Act. 23
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(3) USE OF FUNDS.—An IT working capital 1

fund established under paragraph (1) may only be 2

used— 3

(A) to improve, retire, or replace existing 4

information technology systems in the covered 5

agency to enhance cybersecurity and to improve 6

efficiency and effectiveness across the life of a 7

given workload, procured using full and open 8

competition among all commercial items to the 9

greatest extent practicable; 10

(B) to transition legacy information tech-11

nology systems at the covered agency to commer-12

cial cloud computing and other innovative com-13

mercial platforms and technologies, including 14

those serving more than 1 covered agency with 15

common requirements; 16

(C) to assist and support covered agency ef-17

forts to provide adequate, risk-based, and cost-ef-18

fective information technology capabilities that 19

address evolving threats to information security; 20

(D) to reimburse funds transferred to the 21

covered agency from the Fund with the approval 22

of the Chief Information Officer, in consultation 23

with the Chief Financial Officer, of the covered 24

agency; and 25
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(E) for a program, project, or activity or to 1

increase funds for any program, project, or ac-2

tivity that has not been denied or restricted by 3

Congress. 4

(4) EXISTING FUNDS.—An IT working capital 5

fund may not be used to supplant funds provided for 6

the operation and maintenance of any system within 7

an appropriation for the covered agency at the time 8

of establishment of the IT working capital fund. 9

(5) PRIORITIZATION OF FUNDS.—The head of 10

each covered agency— 11

(A) shall prioritize funds within the IT 12

working capital fund of the covered agency to be 13

used initially for cost savings activities approved 14

by the Chief Information Officer of the covered 15

agency; and 16

(B) may reprogram and transfer any 17

amounts saved as a direct result of the cost sav-18

ings activities approved under clause (i) for de-19

posit into the IT working capital fund of the cov-20

ered agency, consistent with paragraph (2)(A). 21

(6) AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.— 22

(A) IN GENERAL.—Any funds deposited into 23

an IT working capital fund shall be available for 24

obligation for the 3-year period beginning on the 25
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last day of the fiscal year in which the funds 1

were deposited. 2

(B) TRANSFER OF UNOBLIGATED 3

AMOUNTS.—Any amounts in an IT working cap-4

ital fund that are unobligated at the end of the 5

3-year period described in subparagraph (A) 6

shall be transferred to the general fund of the 7

Treasury. 8

(7) AGENCY CIO RESPONSIBILITIES.—In evalu-9

ating projects to be funded by the IT working capital 10

fund of a covered agency, the Chief Information Offi-11

cer of the covered agency shall consider, to the extent 12

applicable, guidance issued under section 1094(b)(1) 13

to evaluate applications for funding from the Fund 14

that include factors including a strong business case, 15

technical design, consideration of commercial off-the- 16

shelf products and services, procurement strategy (in-17

cluding adequate use of rapid, iterative software de-18

velopment practices), and program management. 19

(c) REPORTING REQUIREMENT.— 20

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after 21

the date of enactment of this Act, and every 6 months 22

thereafter, the head of each covered agency shall sub-23

mit to the Director, with respect to the IT working 24

capital fund of the covered agency— 25
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(A) a list of each information technology in-1

vestment funded, including the estimated cost 2

and completion date for each investment; and 3

(B) a summary by fiscal year of obliga-4

tions, expenditures, and unused balances. 5

(2) PUBLIC AVAILABILITY.—The Director shall 6

make the information submitted under paragraph (1) 7

publicly available on a website. 8

SEC. 1094. ESTABLISHMENT OF TECHNOLOGY MODERNIZA-9

TION FUND AND BOARD. 10

(a) DEFINITION.—In this section, the term ‘‘agency’’ 11

has the meaning given the term in section 551 of title 5, 12

(b) TECHNOLOGY MODERNIZATION FUND.— 14

the Treasury a Technology Modernization Fund for 16

technology-related activities, to improve information 17

technology, to enhance cybersecurity across the Fed-18

eral Government, and to be administered in accord-19

ance with guidance issued by the Director.

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(3) USE OF FUNDS.—The Administrator shall, 1

in accordance with recommendations from the Board, 2

use amounts in the Fund— 3

(A) to transfer such amounts, to remain 4

available until expended, to the head of an agen-5

cy for the acquisition of products and services, or 6

the development of such products and services 7

when more efficient and cost effective, to im-8

prove, retire, or replace existing Federal infor-9

mation technology systems to enhance cybersecu-10

rity and privacy and improve long-term effi-11

ciency and effectiveness; 12

(B) to transfer such amounts, to remain 13

available until expended, to the head of an agen-14

cy for the operation and procurement of infor-15

mation technology products and services, or the 16

development of such products and services when 17

more efficient and cost effective, and acquisition 18

vehicles for use by agencies to improve Govern-19

mentwide efficiency and cybersecurity in accord-20

ance with the requirements of the agencies; 21

(C) to provide services or work performed in 22

support of— 23

(i) the activities described in subpara-24

graph (A) or (B); and 25
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(ii) the Board and the Director in car-1

rying out the responsibilities described in 2

subsection (c)(2); and 3

(D) to fund only programs, projects, or ac-4

tivities or to fund increases for any programs, 5

projects, or activities that have not been denied 6

or restricted by Congress. 7

(4) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS; CRED-8

ITS; AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.— 9

(A) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIA-10

TIONS.—There is authorized to be appropriated 11

to the Fund $250,000,000 for each of fiscal years 12

2018 and 2019. 13

(B) CREDITS.—In addition to any funds 14

otherwise appropriated, the Fund shall be cred-15

ited with all reimbursements, advances, or re-16

funds or recoveries relating to information tech-17

nology or services provided for the purposes de-18

scribed in paragraph (3). 19

(C) AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.—Amounts de-20

posited, credited, or otherwise made available to 21

the Fund shall be available until expended for 22

the purposes described in paragraph (3). 23

(5) REIMBURSEMENT.— 24

(A) REIMBURSEMENT BY AGENCY.— 25
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(i) IN GENERAL.—The head of an 1

agency shall reimburse the Fund for any 2

transfer made under subparagraph (A) or 3

(B) of paragraph (3), including any serv-4

ices or work performed in support of the 5

transfer under paragraph (3)(C), in accord-6

ance with the terms established in a written 7

agreement described in paragraph (6). 8

(ii) REIMBURSEMENT FROM SUBSE-9

QUENT APPROPRIATIONS.—Notwithstanding 10

any other provision of law, an agency may 11

make a reimbursement required under 12

clause (i) from any appropriation made 13

available after the date of enactment of this 14

Act for information technology activities, 15

consistent with any applicable reprogram-16

ming law or guidelines of the Committees 17

on Appropriations of the Senate and the 18

House of Representatives. 19

(iii) RECORDING OF OBLIGATION.— 20

Notwithstanding section 1501 of title 31, 21

United States Code, an obligation to make 22

a payment under a written agreement de-23

scribed in paragraph (6) in a fiscal year 24

after the date of enactment of this Act shall 25
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be recorded in the fiscal year in which the 1

payment is due. 2

(B) PRICES FIXED BY ADMINISTRATOR.— 3

(i) IN GENERAL.—The Administrator, 4

in consultation with the Director, shall es-5

tablish amounts to be paid by an agency 6

under this paragraph and the terms of re-7

payment for activities funded under para-8

graph (3), including any services or work 9

performed in support of that development 10

under paragraph (3)(C), at levels sufficient 11

to ensure the solvency of the Fund, includ-12

ing operating expenses.

(6) WRITTEN AGREEMENT.— 4

ment— 10

(i) documenting the purpose for which 11

the funds will be used and the terms of re-12

payment, which may not exceed 5 years un-13

less approved by the Director; and 14

(ii) which shall be recorded as an obli-15

gation as provided in paragraph (5)(A).

Act, the Director shall maintain a list of 16

each project funded by the Fund, to be up-17

dated not less than quarterly, that includes 18

a description of the project, project status 19

(including any schedule delay and cost 20

overruns), financial expenditure data re-21

lated to the project, and the extent to which 22

the project is using commercial products 23

and services, including if applicable, a jus-24

tification of why commercial products and 25
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services were not used and the associated de-1

velopment and integration costs of custom 2

development. 3

(ii) PUBLIC AVAILABILITY.—The list 4

required under clause (i) shall be published 5

on a public website in a manner that is, to 6

the greatest extent possible, consistent with 7

applicable law on the protection of classified 8

information, sources, and methods.

Not later than 2 years after the date of enact-11

(c) TECHNOLOGY MODERNIZATION BOARD.— 13

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—There is established a 14

Technology Modernization Board to evaluate pro-15

posals submitted by agencies for funding authorized 16

under the Fund. 17

(2) RESPONSIBILITIES.—The responsibilities of 18

the Board are— 19

(A) to provide input to the Director for the 20

development of processes for agencies to submit 21

modernization proposals to the Board and to es-22

tablish the criteria by which those proposals are 23

evaluated, which shall include— 24
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(i) addressing the greatest security, 1

privacy, and operational risks; 2

(ii) having the greatest Government-3

wide impact; and 4

(iii) having a high probability of suc-5

cess based on factors including a strong 6

business case, technical design, consider-7

ation of commercial off-the-shelf products 8

and services, procurement strategy (includ-9

ing adequate use of rapid, agile iterative 10

(B) to make recommendations to the Ad-13

ministrator to assist agencies in the further de-14

velopment and refinement of select submitted 15

modernization proposals, based on an initial 16

evaluation performed with the assistance of the 17

Administrator; 18

(C) to review and prioritize, with the assist-19

ance of the Administrator and the Director, mod-20

ernization proposals based on criteria established 21

pursuant to subparagraph (A); 22

(D) to identify, with the assistance of the 23

Administrator, opportunities to improve or re-24

place multiple information technology systems 25
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with a smaller number of information technology 1

services common to multiple agencies; 2

(E) to recommend the funding of mod-3

ernization projects, in accordance with the uses 4

described in subsection (b)(3), to the Adminis-5

trator; 6

(F) to monitor, in consultation with the Ad-7

ministrator, progress and performance in exe-8

cuting approved projects and, if necessary, rec-9

ommend the suspension or termination of fund-10

ing for projects based on factors including the 11

failure to meet the terms of a written agreement 12

described in subsection (b)(6); and 13

(G) to monitor the operating costs of the 14

Fund. 15

(3) MEMBERSHIP.—The Board shall consist of 7 16

voting members. 17

(4) CHAIR.—The Chair of the Board shall be the 18

Administrator of the Office of Electronic Government. 19

(5) PERMANENT MEMBERS.—The permanent 20

members of the Board shall be— 21

(A) the Administrator of the Office of Elec-22

tronic Government; and 23

(B) a senior official from the General Serv-24

ices Administration having technical expertise in 25
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information technology development, appointed 1

by the Administrator, with the approval of the 2

Director. 3

(6) ADDITIONAL MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.— 4

(A) APPOINTMENT.—The other members of 5

the Board shall be— 6

(i) 1 employee of the National Protec-7

tion and Programs Directorate of the De-8

partment of Homeland Security, appointed 9

by the Secretary of Homeland Security; and 10

(ii) 4 employees of the Federal Govern-11

ment primarily having technical expertise 12

in information technology development, fi-13

nancial management, cybersecurity and 14

privacy, and acquisition, appointed by the 15

Director. 16

(B) TERM.—Each member of the Board de-17

scribed in paragraph (A) shall serve a term of 1 18

year, which shall be renewable not more than 4 19

times at the discretion of the appointing Sec-20

retary or Director, as applicable. 21

(7) PROHIBITION ON COMPENSATION.—Members 22

of the Board may not receive additional pay, allow-23

ances, or benefits by reason of their service on the 24

Board. 25
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(8) STAFF.—Upon request of the Chair of the 1

Board, the Director and the Administrator may de-2

tail, on a reimbursable or nonreimbursable basis, any 3

employee of the Federal Government to the Board to 4

assist the Board in carrying out the functions of the 5

Board. 6

(d) RESPONSIBILITIES OF ADMINISTRATOR.— 7

(1) IN GENERAL.—In addition to the responsibil-8

ities described in subsection (b), the Administrator 9

shall support the activities of the Board and provide 10

technical support to, and, with the concurrence of the 11

Director, oversight of, agencies that receive transfers 12

from the Fund. 13

(2) RESPONSIBILITIES.—The responsibilities of 14

the Administrator are— 15

(A) to provide direct technical support in 16

the form of personnel services or otherwise to 17

agencies transferred amounts under subsection 18

(b)(3)(A) and for products, services, and acquisi-19

tion vehicles funded under subsection (b)(3)(B); 20

(B) to assist the Board with the evaluation, 21

prioritization, and development of agency mod-22

ernization proposals. 23

(C) to perform regular project oversight and 24

monitoring of approved agency modernization 25
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projects, in consultation with the Board and the 1

Director, to increase the likelihood of successful 2

implementation and reduce waste; and 3

(D) to provide the Director with informa-4

tion necessary to meet the requirements of sub-5

section (b)(7). 6

(e) EFFECTIVE DATE.—This section shall take effect on 7

the date that is 90 days after the date of enactment of this 8

Act. 9

(f) SUNSET.— 10

(1) IN GENERAL.—On and after the date that is 11

2 years after the date on which the Comptroller Gen-12

eral of the United States issues the third report re-13

quired under subsection (b)(7)(B), the Administrator 14

may not award or transfer funds from the Fund for 15

any project that is not already in progress as of such 16

date. 17

(2) TRANSFER OF UNOBLIGATED AMOUNTS.—Not 18

later than 90 days after the date on which all projects 19

that received an award from the Fund are completed, 20

any amounts in the Fund shall be transferred to the 21

general fund of the Treasury and shall be used for 22

deficit reduction. 23

(3) TERMINATION OF TECHNOLOGY MODERNIZA-24

TION BOARD.—Not later than 90 days after the date 25
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on which all projects that received an award from the 1

Fund are completed, the Technology Modernization 2

Board and all the authorities of subsection (c) shall 3

terminate. 4

SEC. 1101. PILOT PROGRAM ON ENHANCED PERSONNEL 9

MANAGEMENT SYSTEM FOR CYBERSECURITY 10

AND LEGAL PROFESSIONALS IN THE DEPART-11

MENT OF DEFENSE. 12

(a) PILOT PROGRAM REQUIRED.—The Secretary of 13

Defense shall carry out within the Department of Defense 14

a pilot program to assess the feasability and advisability 15

of an enhanced personnel management system in accord-16

ance with this section for cybersecurity and legal profes-17

sionals in the Department described in subsection (b) who 18

enter civilian service with the Department on or after Janu-19

ary 1, 2020. 20

(b) CYBERSECURITY AND LEGAL PROFESSIONALS.— 21

(1) IN GENERAL.—The cybersecurity and legal 22

professionals described in this subsection are the fol-23

lowing: 24
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(A) Civilian cybersecurity professionals in 1

the Department of Defense consisting of civilian 2

personnel engaged in or directly supporting 3

planning, commanding and controlling, train-4

ing, developing, acquiring, modifying, and oper-5

ating systems and capabilities, and military 6

units and intelligence organizations (other than 7

those funded by the National Intelligence Pro-8

gram) that are directly engaged in or used for 9

offensive and defensive cyber and information 10

warfare or intelligence activities in support 11

thereof. 12

(B) Civilian legal professionals in the De-13

partment occupying legal or similar positions, 14

as determined by the Secretary of Defense for 15

purposes of the pilot program, that require eligi-16

bility to practice law in a State or territory of 17

the United States. 18

(2) INAPPLICABILITY TO SES POSITIONS.—The 19

pilot program shall not apply to positions within the 20

Senior Executive Service under subchapter VIII of 21

chapter 53 of title 5, United States Code. 22

(c) DIRECT-APPOINTMENT AUTHORITY.— 23

(1) INAPPLICABILITY OF GENERAL CIVIL SERVICE 24

APPOINTMENT AUTHORITIES TO APPOINTMENTS.— 25
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Under the pilot program, the Secretary of Defense, 1

with respect to the Defense Agencies, and the Sec-2

retary of the military department concerned, with re-3

spect to the military departments, may appoint 4

qualified candidates as cybersecurity and legal profes-5

sionals without regard to the provisions of subchapter 6

I of chapter 33 of title 5, United States Code. 7

(2) APPOINTMENT ON DIRECT-HIRE BASIS.—Ap-8

pointments under the pilot program shall be made on 9

a direct-hire basis. 10

(d) TERM APPOINTMENTS.— 11

(1) RENEWABLE TERM APPOINTMENTS.—Each 12

individual shall serve with the Department of Defense 13

as a cybersecurity or legal professional under the pilot 14

program pursuant to an initial appointment to serv-15

ice with the Department for a term of not less than 16

2 years nor more than 8 years. Any term of appoint-17

ment under the pilot program may be renewed for one 18

or more additional terms of not less than 2 years nor 19

more than 8 years as provided in subsection (h). 20

(2) LENGTH OF TERMS.—The length of the term 21

of appointment to a position under the pilot program 22

shall be prescribed by the Secretary of Defense taking 23

into account the national security, mission, and other 24

applicable requirements of the position. Positions hav-25
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ing identical or similar requirements or terms may be 1

grouped into categories for purposes of the pilot pro-2

gram. The Secretary may delegate any authority in 3

this paragraph to a commissioned officer of the 4

Armed Forces in pay grade O–7 or above or an em-5

ployee in the Department in the Senior Executive 6

Service. 7

(e) NATURE OF SERVICE UNDER APPOINTMENTS.— 8

(1) TREATMENT OF PERSONNEL APPOINTED AS 9

‘‘EMPLOYEES’’.—Except as otherwise provided by this 10

section, individuals serving with the Department of 11

Defense as cybersecurity or legal professionals under 12

the pilot program pursuant to appointments under 13

this section shall be considered employees (as specified 14

in section 2105 of title 5, United States Code) for 15

purposes of the provisions of title 5, United States 16

Code, and other applicable provisions of law, includ-17

ing, in particular, for purposes as follows: 18

(A) Eligibility for participation in the Fed-19

eral Employees’ Retirement System under chap-20

ter 84 of title 5, United States Code, subject to 21

the provisions of section 8402 of such title and 22

the regulations prescribed pursuant to such sec-23

tion. 24
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(B) Eligibility for enrollment in a health 1

benefits plan under chapter 89 of title 5, United 2

States Code (commonly referred as the ‘‘Federal 3

Employees Health Benefits Program’’). 4

(C) Eligibility for and subject to the em-5

ployment protections of subpart F of part III of 6

title 5, United States Code, relating to merit 7

principles and protections. 8

(D) Eligibility for the protections of chapter 9

81, of title 5, United States Code, relating to 10

workers compensation. 11

(2) SCOPE OF RIGHTS AND BENEFITS.—In ad-12

ministering the pilot program, the Secretary of De-13

fense shall specify, and from time to time update, a 14

comprehensive description of the rights and benefits of 15

individuals serving with the Department under the 16

pilot program pursuant to this subsection and of the 17

provisions of law under which such rights and bene-18

fits arise. 19

(f) COMPENSATION.— 20

(1) BASIC PAY.—Individuals serving with the 21

Department of Defense as cybersecurity or legal pro-22

fessionals under the pilot program shall be paid basic 23

pay for such service in accordance with a schedule of 24
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pay prescribed by the Secretary of Defense for pur-1

poses of the pilot program. 2

(2) TREATMENT AS BASIC PAY.—Basic pay pay-3

able under the pilot program shall be treated for all 4

purposes as basic pay paid under the provisions of 5

title 5, United States Code. 6

(3) PERFORMANCE AWARDS.—Individuals serv-7

ing with the Department as cybersecurity or legal 8

professionals under the pilot program may be award-9

ed such performance awards for outstanding perform-10

ance as the Secretary shall prescribe for purposes of 11

the pilot program. The performance awards may in-12

clude a monetary bonus, time off with pay, or such 13

other awards as the Secretary considers appropriate 14

for purposes of the pilot program. The award of per-15

formance awards under the pilot program shall based 16

in accordance with such policies and requirements as 17

the Secretary shall prescribe for purposes of the pilot 18

program. 19

(4) ADDITIONAL COMPENSATION.—Individuals 20

serving with the Department as cybersecurity or legal 21

professionals under the pilot program may be award-22

ed such additional compensation above basic pay as 23

(g) PROBATIONARY PERIOD.—The following terms of 4

appointment shall be treated as a probationary period 5

under the pilot program: 6

(1) The first term of appointment of an indi-7

vidual to service with the Department of Defense as 8

a cybersecurity or legal professional, regardless of 9

length. 10

(2) The first term of appointment of an indi-11

vidual to a supervisory position in the Department as 12

a cybersecurity or legal professional, regardless of 13

length and regardless of whether or not such term of 14

appointment to a supervisory position is the first 15

term of appointment of the individual concerned to 16

service with the Department as a cybersecurity or 17

legal professional. 18

(h) RENEWAL OF APPOINTMENTS.— 19

(3) The ability of the North Atlantic Treaty Or-3

ganization Intelligence Fusion Center to leverage stra-4

tegic intelligence partnerships with the United States 5

and other allies facilitates daily and direct collabora-6

tion that provides operational advantages and effi-7

ciencies needed to ensure the rapid and proper re-8

sponse by the North Atlantic Treaty Organization to 9

Russian aggression in the conventional, nuclear, and 10

hybrid domains. 11

(4) The collocation of the North Atlantic Treaty 12

Organization Intelligence Fusion Center with the 13

Joint Intelligence Analysis Complex of the United 14

States European Command facilitates the sharing 15

and fusion of intelligence, contributes to filling intel-16

ligence gaps within both the North Atlantic Treaty 17

Organization and the United States European Com-18

mand, and supports a common intelligence picture 19

for the North Atlantic Council, which is essential to 20

establishing political consensus on evaluating, ana-21

lyzing, and attributing existing and emerging threats. 22

(5) The North Atlantic Treaty Organization In-23

telligence Fusion Center and its collocation with the 24

Joint Intelligence Analysis Complex contribute sig-25
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nificantly to providing the North Atlantic Treaty Or-1

ganization alliance and the United States European 2

Command timely and effective indications and warn-3

ings of threats emanating from within and around 4

Europe. 5

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 6

that the collocation of the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza-7

tion Intelligence Fusion Center with the Joint Intelligence 8

Analysis Complex of the United States European Command 9

provides the optimal solution to intelligence and oper-10

ational requirements, while fostering critical diplomatic re-11

lationships, and is the most efficient configuration of the 12

intelligence enterprise. 13

SEC. 1261. ASIA-PACIFIC STABILITY INITIATIVE. 16

Asia-Pacific region. 6

(3) Activities to improve military and defense 7

infrastructure in the Asia-Pacific region in order to 8

enhance the responsiveness and capabilities of the 9

United States Armed Forces in that region. 10

(4) Activities to enhance the storage and pre-po-11

sitioning in the Asia-Pacific region of equipment of 12

the United States Armed Forces. 13

(5) Activities to build the defense and security 14

capacity of the United States Armed Forces in the 15

Asia-Pacific region and, using the authorities speci-16

fied in subsection (c), the defense and security capac-17

ity of allies and partner nations in that region. 18

(c) ACTIVITIES TO BUILD DEFENSE AND SECURITY 19

CAPACITY OF ALLIES AND PARTNER NATIONS.—The activi-20

ties to build the defense and security capacity of allies and 21

partner nations in the Asia-Pacific region described in sub-22

section (b)(5) may include activities under the authorities 23

of the Department of Defense as follows: 24
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(1) Section 2282 of title 10, United States Code, 1

or section 333 of such title (its successor section), re-2

lating to authority to build the capacity of foreign se-3

curity forces. 4

(2) Section 332 of title 10, United States Code, 5

relating to defense institution capacity building for 6

friendly foreign countries and international and re-7

gional organizations. 8

(3) Section 1263 of the National Defense Author-9

ization Act for Fiscal Year 2016 (10 U.S.C. 2282 10

note), relating to the Southeast Asia Maritime Secu-11

rity Initiative. 12

(4) Section 1206 of the Carl Levin and Howard 13

P. ‘‘Buck’’ McKeon National Defense Authorization 14

Act for Fiscal Year 2015 (10 U.S.C. 2282 note), relat-15

ing to training of security forces and associated min-16

istries of foreign countries to promote respect for the 17

rule of law and human rights. 18

(5) Any other authority available to the Sec-19

retary of Defense for the purpose of building the de-20

fense and security capacity of allies and partner na-21

tions in the Asia-Pacific region. 22

(d) TRANSFER REQUIREMENTS.— 23

(1) USE OF FUNDS ONLY PURSUANT TO TRANS-24

FER.—Funds available for the Asia-Pacific Stability 25
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Initiative may be used for activities described in sub-1

sections (b) and (c) only pursuant to a transfer of 2

such funds to or among either or both of the following 3

accounts of the Department of Defense: 4

(A) Military personnel accounts. 5

(B) Operation and maintenance accounts. 6

(2) EFFECT ON AUTHORIZATION AMOUNTS.—The 7

transfer of an amount available for the Asia-Pacific 8

Stability Initiative to an account under the authority 9

provided by paragraph (1) in a fiscal year shall be 10

deemed to increase the amount authorized for such ac-11

count for such fiscal year by an amount equal to the 12

amount transferred. 13

(3) CONSTRUCTION WITH OTHER TRANSFER AU-14

THORITY.—The transfer authority provided by para-15

graph (1) is in addition to any other transfer author-16

ity available to the Department of Defense by law.

(g) DURATION OF TRANSFER AUTHORITY.—The au-17

thority in subsection (d) to transfer funds expires Sep-18

tember 30, 2019. 19

(h) ASIA-PACIFIC REGION DEFINED.—In this section, 20

the term ‘‘Asia-Pacific region’’ means the region that falls 21

under the responsibility and jurisdiction of United States 22

Pacific Command. 23

FREEDOM OF NAVIGATION OPERATIONS AND 17

OVERFLIGHT BEYOND THE TERRITORIAL 18

SEAS. 19

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following findings: 20

(1) Since the Declaration of Independence in 21

1776, which was inspired in part as a response to a 22

‘‘tyrant’’ who ‘‘plundered our seas, ravaged our 23

Coasts’’ and who wrote laws ‘‘for cutting off our 24

Trade with all parts of the world’’, freedom of seas 25
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and promotion of international commerce have been 1

core security interests of the United States. 2

(2) Article I, section 8 of the Constitution of the 3

United States establishes enumerated powers for Con-4

gress, which include regulating commerce with foreign 5

nations, punishing piracies and felonies committed on 6

the high seas and offenses against the law of nations, 7

and providing and maintaining a Navy. 8

(3) For centuries, the United States has main-9

tained a commitment to ensuring the right to freedom 10

of navigation for all law-abiding parties in every re-11

gion of the world. 12

(4) In support of international law, the long-13

standing United States commitment to freedom of 14

navigation and ensuring the free access to sea lanes 15

to promote global commerce remains a core security 16

interest of the United States. 17

(5) This is particularly true in areas of the 18

world that are critical transportation corridors and 19

key routes for global commerce, such as the South 20

China Sea and the East China Sea, through which a 21

significant portion of global commerce transits. 22

(6) The consistent exercise of freedom of naviga-23

tion operations and overflights by United States 24

naval and air forces throughout the world plays a 25
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critical role in safeguarding the freedom of the seas 1

for all lawful nations, supporting international law, 2

and ensuring the continued safe passage and pro-3

motion of global commerce and trade. 4

(b) DECLARATION OF POLICY.—It is the policy of the 5

United States to fly, sail, and operate throughout the 6

oceans, seas, and airspace of the world wherever inter-7

national law allows. 8

(c) IMPLEMENTATION OF POLICY.—In furtherance of 9

the policy set forth in subsection (b), the Secretary of De-10

fense shall— 11

(1) plan and execute a robust series of routine 12

and regular naval presence missions and freedom of 13

navigation operations (FONOPs) throughout the 14

world, including for critical transportation corridors 15

and key routes for global commerce; 16

(2) execute, in such critical transportation cor-17

ridors, routine and regular naval presence missions 18

and maritime freedom of navigation operations 19

throughout the year; 20

(3) in addition to the operations executed pursu-21

ant to paragraph (2), execute routine and regular 22

maritime freedom of navigation operations through-23

out the year, in accordance with international law, 24
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including the use of expanded military options and 1

maneuvers beyond innocent passage; and 2

(4) to the maximum extent practicable, execute 3

freedom of navigation operations pursuant to this 4

subsection with regional partner countries and allies 5

of the United States. 6

SEC. 1266. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON THE IMPORTANCE OF 7

THE RULE OF LAW IN THE SOUTH CHINA SEA. 8

It is the sense of Congress that— 9

(1) the South China Sea is a vitally important 10

waterway for global commerce and for regional secu-11

rity, with almost 30 percent of the maritime trade of 12

the world transiting the South China Sea annually; 13

(2) the People’s Republic of China is under-14

mining regional security and prosperity and chal-15

lenging international rules and norms by engaging in 16

coercive activities and attempting to limit lawful for-17

eign operations in the South China Sea; 18

(3) a tribunal determined ‘‘that China had vio-19

lated the Philippines’ sovereign rights in its exclusive 20

economic zone by (a) interfering with Philippine fish-21

ing and petroleum exploration, (b) constructing arti-22

ficial islands and (c) failing to prevent Chinese fish-23

ermen from fishing in the zone,’’ and that ‘‘Chinese 24

law enforcement vessels had unlawfully created a seri-25
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ous risk of collision when they physically obstructed 1

Philippine vessels’’; 2

(4) the arbitral tribunal award of July 2016 3

stated that there is ‘‘no legal basis for China to claim 4

historic rights to resources within the sea areas fall-5

ing within the nine-dash line’’; and 6

(5) the United States should play a vital role in 7

securing the South China Sea and ensuring freedom 8

of navigation and overflight for all countries by un-9

dertaking freedom of navigation operations on a reg-10

ular and consistent basis, as well as maintaining per-11

sistent presence operations in the region. 12

SEC. 1267. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON THE IMPORTANCE OF 13

THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED 14

STATES AND JAPAN. 15

It is the sense of Congress that— 16

(1) the United States and Japan are indispen-17

sable partners in tackling global challenges, and have 18

pledged significant support for efforts to counter vio-19

lent extremism (including the threat of the Islamic 20

State), combat the proliferation of weapons of mass 21

destruction, prevent piracy, and assist the victims of 22

conflict and disaster worldwide; 23

(2) the security alliance between the United 24

States and Japan has evolved considerably over many 25
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decades and will continue to transform as a partner-1

ship, sharing greater responsibilities, dedicated to en-2

suring a secure and prosperous Asia-Pacific region 3

and world; 4

(3) the alliance between the United States and 5

Japan is essential for ensuring maritime security and 6

freedom of navigation, commerce, and overflight in 7

the waters of the East China Sea; 8

(4) Japan, a cornerstone of peace in the Asia- 9

Pacific region, stands as a strong partner of the 10

United States in efforts to uphold respect for the rule 11

of law and to oppose the use of coercion, intimida-12

tion, or force to change the regional or global status 13

quo, including in the East China Sea and the South 14

China Sea, which are among the busiest waterways in 15

the world; 16

(5) the United States and Japan are committed 17

to working together towards a world in which the 18

Democratic People’s Republic of Korea (DPRK) does 19

not threaten global peace and security with its weap-20

ons of mass destruction and illicit activities, and in 21

which it respects human rights and its people can live 22

in freedom; 23

(6) the alliance between the United States and 24

Japan should be strengthened to maintain peace and 25
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stability in the Asia-Pacific region and beyond, to 1

confront emerging challenges, and to safeguard mari-2

time security and ensure freedom of navigation, com-3

merce, and overflight in the East China Sea and the 4

South China Sea; 5

(7) although the United States Government does 6

not take a position on sovereignty of the Senkaku Is-7

lands, the United States acknowledges that the islands 8

are under the administration of Japan and opposes 9

any unilateral actions that would seek to undermine 10

their administration by Japan; and 11

(8) the unilateral actions of a third party will 12

not affect the United States acknowledgment of the 13

administration of Japan over the Senkaku Islands, 14

and the United States remains committed under the 15

Treaty of Mutual Cooperation and Security with 16

Japan to respond to any armed attack in the terri-17

tories under the administration of Japan. 18

SEC. 1268. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON THE IMPORTANCE OF 19

THE UNITED STATES ALLIANCE WITH THE RE-20

PUBLIC OF KOREA. 21

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following findings: 22

(1) The Government of North Korea has repeat-23

edly violated its commitments to the complete, 24
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verifiable, and irreversible dismantlement of its nu-1

clear weapons programs. 2

(2) Based on its past actions, including the 3

transfer of sensitive nuclear and missile technology to 4

state sponsors of terrorism, North Korea poses a grave 5

risk for the proliferation of nuclear weapons and 6

other weapons of mass destruction. 7

(3) North Korea has— 8

(A) unilaterally withdrawn from the Ko-9

rean War Armistice Agreement, done at Pan-10

munjom, Korea, July 27, 1953; and 11

(B) committed provocations against South 12

Korea— 13

(i) by sinking the warship Cheonan 14

and killing 46 of her crew on March 26, 15

2010; 16

(ii) by shelling Yeonpyeong Island and 17

killing 4 South Korea civilians on Novem-18

ber 23, 2010; and 19

(iii) by its involvement in the 20

‘‘DarkSeoul’’ cyberattacks against the fi-21

nancial and communications interests of the 22

Republic of Korea on March 20, 2013. 23
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(4) North Korea maintains a system of brutal 1

political prison camps that contain as many as 2

200,000 men, women, and children, who are— 3

(A) kept in atrocious living conditions with 4

insufficient food, clothing, and medical care; and 5

(B) under constant fear of rape, torture, or 6

arbitrary execution. 7

(5) The Government of North Korea has provided 8

technical support and conducted destructive and coer-9

cive cyberattacks including against Sony Pictures 10

Entertainment and other United States persons. 11

(6) The conduct of the Government of North 12

Korea poses an imminent threat to— 13

(A) the security of the United States and its 14

allies; 15

(B) the global economy; 16

(C) the safety of members of the United 17

States Armed Forces; 18

(D) the integrity of the global financial sys-19

tem; 20

(E) the integrity of global nonproliferation 21

programs; and 22

(F) the people of North Korea. 23
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(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 1

that, in order to achieve the peaceful disarmament of North 2

Korea, the United States should— 3

(1) reaffirm the commitment of the United States 4

to defending our allies in the region, including 5

through the deployment of a Terminal High Altitude 6

Area Defense (THAAD) battery to the Republic of 7

Korea, and the commitment to provide extended deter-8

rence, guaranteed by the full spectrum of United 9

States defense capabilities, including conventional ca-10

pabilities, missile defense, and the nuclear umbrella; 11

(2) support ongoing efforts to strengthen the alli-12

ance between the United States and the Republic of 13

Korea alliance, to protect the 28,500 members of the 14

United States Armed Forces stationed on the Korean 15

Peninsula, and to defend the alliance against any 16

and all provocations committed by the North Korea 17

regime; and 18

(3) support efforts to deepen trilateral coordina-19

tion and cooperation between the United States, the 20

Republic of Korea, and Japan, to address the grave 21

and growing threat of the ballistic missiles and nu-22

clear weapons programs of North Korea. 23
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SEC. 1269. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON EXTENDED DETER-1

RENCE FOR THE KOREAN PENINSULA AND 2

JAPAN. 3

It is the sense of Congress that— 4

(1) the nuclear and missile program of North 5

Korea is one of the most dangerous national security 6

threats facing the United States today; and 7

(2) given the threat posed by North Korea to our 8

allies, the Republic of Korea and Japan, the Nuclear 9

Posture Review that will occur this year should fully 10

consider the perspectives of key allies and partners of 11

the United States in East Asia, including the Repub-12

lic of Korea and Japan. 13

SEC. 1270. DEFENSE PARTNERSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED 14

STATES AND TAIWAN. 15

(a) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 16

that United States should strengthen and enhance its long- 17

standing partnership and strategic cooperation with Tai-18

wan, and reinforce its commitment to the Taiwan Relations 19

Act and the ‘‘Six Assurances’’ as both countries work to-20

ward mutual security objectives, by— 21

(1) conducting regular transfers of defense arti-22

cles and defense services necessary to enable Taiwan 23

to secure common interests and objectives with the 24

United States, based solely on the needs of Taiwan; 25
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(2) assisting Taiwan in building an effective air 1

defense capability consisting of a balance of fighters 2

and mobile air defense systems; and 3

(3) inviting Taiwan to participate in multilat-4

eral training activities hosted by the United States 5

that increase the credible deterrent capabilities of Tai-6

wan. 7

(b) REPORT ON NAVAL PORT OF CALL EXCHANGES 8

BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND TAIWAN.— 9

(1) REPORT REQUIRED.—Not later than Sep-10

tember 1, 2018, the Secretary of Defense shall submit 11

to the appropriate committees of Congress a report on 12

the following: 13

(A) An assessment and planning regarding 14

ports of call by the United States Navy at 15

Kaohsiung, or any other suitable port or ports 16

on the island of Taiwan. 17

(B) An assessment of the feasibility and ad-18

visability of permitting the United States Pacific 19

Command (PACOM) to receive ports of call by 20

the navy of Taiwan in Hawaii, Guam, and 21

other appropriate locations. 22

(2) FORM.—The report required by paragraph 23

(1) shall be submitted in unclassified form, but may 24

include a classified annex.

(F) support for Afghanistan National Police 12

Family Response Units; and 13

(G) security provisions for high-profile fe-14

male police and army officers. 15

formance on space procurement or research, development, 12

test, and evaluation program contracts. 13

(b) BASIS FOR INCLUSION ON LIST.— 14

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Commander of the Air 15

Force Space and Missile Systems Center may place a 16

contractor on the watch list established under sub-17

section (a) upon determining that the ability of the 18

contractor to perform Air Force space contracts has 19

been called into question by any of the following 20

issues: 21

(A) Poor performance or award fee scores 22

below 50 percent. 23

(B) Financial concerns. 24

(C) Felony convictions or civil judgements. 25
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(D) Security or foreign ownership and con-1

trol issues. 2

(2) DISCRETION OF THE COMMANDER.—The 3

Commander of the Air Force Space and Missile Sys-4

tems Center shall be responsible for determining 5

which contractors to place on the watch list, whether 6

an entire company or a specific division should be in-7

cluded, and when to remove a contractor from the list. 8

(c) EFFECT OF LISTING.— 9

(1) PRIME CONTRACTS.—The Air Force Space 10

and Missile Systems Center may not solicit an offer 11

from, award a contract to, execute an engineering 12

change proposal with, or exercise an option on any 13

Air Force space program with a contractor included 14

on the list established under subsection (a) without 15

the prior approval of the Commander of the Air Force 16

Space and Missile Systems Center. 17

(2) SUBCONTRACTS.—A prime contractor on a 18

None of the funds authorized to be appropriated by this 3

fiscal year thereafter for the Air Force may be obligated 5

to maintain infrastructure, system engineering, critical 6

skills, base and range support, depreciation, or sustainment 7

commodities for the Delta IV launch vehicle until the date 8

on which the Secretary of the Air Force submits to the con-9

gressional defense committees a certification that the Air 10

Force plans to launch a satellite procured by the Air Force 11

on a Delta IV launch vehicle during the 3-year period be-12

ginning on the date of the certification. 13

SEC. 1605. POLICY OF THE UNITED STATES WITH RESPECT 14

TO CLASSIFICATION OF SPACE AS A COMBAT 15

DOMAIN. 16

(a) IN GENERAL.—It is the policy of the United States 17

to develop, produce, field, and maintain an integrated sys-18

tem of assets in response to the increasingly contested na-19

ture of the space operating domain to— 20

(1) ensure the resiliency of capabilities at every 21

level of orbit in space; 22

(2) deter or deny an attack on capabilities at 23

every level of orbit in space; and 24
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(3) defend the territory of the United States, its 1

allies, and its deployed forces across all operating do-2

mains. 3

(b) IMPLEMENTATION.—The United States shall im-4

plement the policy set forth in subsection (a)— 5

(1) in accordance with the laws of the United 6

States and the obligations of the United States under 7

international agreements; and 8

(2) with appropriate consultation, cooperation, 9

and coproduction of assets with allies and partners of 10

the United States. 11

SEC. 1606. LAUNCH SUPPORT AND INFRASTRUCTURE MOD-12

ERNIZATION. 13

(a) IN GENERAL.—In support of the policy outlined 14

in section 2273 of title 10, United States Code, the Sec-15

retary of Defense shall carry out a program to modernize 16

infrastructure and improve support activities for processing 17

and launch of United States national security space vehicles 18

launching from Federal ranges.

Cybersecurity, and Related Matters 2

SEC. 1621. POLICY OF THE UNITED STATES ON CYBER-3

SPACE, CYBERSECURITY, AND CYBER WAR-4

FARE. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—It shall be the policy of the United 6

States, with respect to matters pertaining to cyberspace, cy-7

bersecurity, and cyber warfare, that the United States 8

should employ all instruments of national power, including 9

the use of offensive cyber capabilities, to deter if possible, 10

and respond when necessary, to any and all cyber attacks 11

or other malicious cyber activities that target United States 12

interests with the intent to— 13

(1) cause casualties among United States persons 14

or persons of our allies; 15

(2) significantly disrupt the normal functioning 16

of United States democratic society or government 17

(including attacks against critical infrastructure that 18

could damage systems used to provide key services to 19

the public or government); 20

(3) threaten the command and control of the 21

United States Armed Forces, the freedom of maneuver 22

of the United States Armed Forces, or the industrial 23

base or other infrastructure on which the United 24
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States Armed Forces rely to defend United States in-1

terests and commitments; or 2

(4) achieve an effect, whether individually or in 3

aggregate, comparable to an armed attack or imperil 4

a vital interest of the United States. 5

(b) RESPONSE OPTIONS.—In carrying out the policy 6

set forth in subsection (a), the United States shall plan, de-7

velop, and demonstrate response options to address the full 8

range of potential cyber attacks on United States interests 9

that could be conducted by potential adversaries of the 10

United States. 11

(c) DENIAL OPTIONS.—In carrying out the policy set 12

forth in subsection (a) through response options developed 13

pursuant to subsection (b), the United States shall, to the 14

greatest extent practicable, prioritize the defensibility and 15

resiliency against cyber attacks and malicious cyber activi-16

ties described in subsection (a) of infrastructure critical to 17

the political integrity, economic security, and national se-18

curity of the United States. 19

(d) COST-IMPOSITION OPTIONS.—In carrying out the 20

policy set forth in subsection (a) through response options 21

developed pursuant to subsection (b), the United States shall 22

develop and demonstrate, or otherwise make known to ad-23

versaries of the existence of, cyber capabilities to impose 24

costs on any foreign power targeting the United States or 25
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United States persons with a cyber attack or malicious 1

cyber activity described in subsection (a). 2

(e) MULTI-PRONG RESPONSE.—In carrying out the 3

policy set forth in subsection (a) through response options 4

developed pursuant to subsection (b), the United States 5

shall— 6

(1) devote immediate and sustained attention to 7

boosting the cyber resilience of critical United States 8

strike systems (including cyber, nuclear, and non-nu-9

clear systems) in order to ensure the United States 10

can credibly threaten to impose unacceptable costs in 11

response to even the most sophisticated large-scale 12

cyber attack; 13

(2) develop offensive cyber capabilities and spe-14

cific plans and strategies to put at risk targets most 15

valued by adversaries of the United States and their 16

key decision makers; 17

(3) enhance attribution capabilities to reduce the 18

time required to positively attribute an attack with 19

high confidence; and 20

(4) develop intelligence and offensive cyber capa-21

bilities to detect, disrupt, and potentially expose mali-22

cious cyber activities. 23

(f) POLICIES RELATING TO OFFENSIVE CYBER CAPA-24

BILITIES AND SOVEREIGNTY.—It is the policy of the United 25
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States that, when a cyber attack or malicious cyber activity 1

transits or otherwise relies upon the networks or infrastruc-2

ture of a third country— 3

(1) the United States shall, to the greatest extent 4

practicable, notify and encourage the government of 5

that country to take action to eliminate the threat; 6

and 7

(2) if the government is unable or unwilling to 8

take action, the United States reserves the right to act 9

unilaterally (with the consent of that government if 10

possible, but without such consent if necessary). 11

(g) AUTHORITY OF SECRETARY OF DEFENSE.— 12

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Defense has 13

the authority to develop, prepare, coordinate, and, 14

when appropriately authorized to do so, conduct mili-15

tary cyber operations in response to cyber attacks and 16

malicious cyber activities described in subsection (a) 17

that are carried out against the United States or 18

United States persons by a foreign power. 19

(2) DELEGATION OF ADDITIONAL AUTHORI-20

TIES.—The Secretary may delegate to the Commander 21

of the United States Cyber Command such authorities 22

of the Secretaries of the military departments, includ-23

ing authorities relating to manning, training, and 24

equipping, that the Secretary considers appropriate.

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(3) USE OF DELEGATED AUTHORITIES.—The use 1

by the Commander of the United States Cyber Com-2

mand of any authority delegated to the Commander 3

pursuant to this subsection shall be subject to the au-4

thority, direction, and control of the Secretary. 5

(4) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this 6

subsection shall be construed to limit the authority of 7

the President or Congress to authorize the use of mili-8

tary force. 9

(h) FOREIGN POWER DEFINED.—In this section, the 10

term ‘‘foreign power’’ has the meaning given that term in 11

section 101 of the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act of 12

1978 (50 U.S.C. 1801). 13

SEC. 1622. CYBER POSTURE REVIEW. 14

(a) REQUIREMENT FOR COMPREHENSIVE REVIEW.— 15

In order to clarify United States cyber deterrence policy 16

and strategy for the near term, the Secretary of Defense 17

shall conduct a comprehensive review of the cyber posture 18

of the United States for the next 5 to 10 years.

rence campaign plans focused on key leadership of 11

Russia, China, Iran, North Korea, and any other 12

country the Secretary determines appropriate. 13

(5) Examination through analysis and gaming 14

of escalation dynamics in various scenarios, as well 15

as the spiral escalatory effects of countries developing 16

increasingly potent offensive cyber capabilities, and 17

what steps should be undertaken to bolster stability in 18

cyberspace and more broadly stability between major 19

powers. 20

(6) A certification of whether sufficient personnel 21

are trained and equipped to meet validated cyber re-22

quirements. 23

(7) Such other matters as the Secretary considers 24

appropriate. 25
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(c) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Not later than March 1, 1

2018, the Secretary of Defense shall submit to Congress, in 2

unclassified and classified forms as necessary, a report on 3

the results of the cyber posture review conducted under this 4

section. 5

(d) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 6

that the United States should respond to all cyber attacks 7

and to all significant cyber intrusions by imposing costs 8

on those responsible that exceed any benefit that the attacker 9

or intruder may have hoped to gain.

(a) COLLABORATION BETWEEN FEDERAL AVIATION 10

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of 10

Defense shall, in consultation with the Secretary of 11

State, develop a strategy for advancing defense co-12

operation between the United States and India. 13

(2) ELEMENTS.—The strategy shall address the 14

following: 15

(A) Common security challenges. 16

(B) The role of United States partners and 17

allies in the United States-India defense rela-18

tionship. 19

(C) The role of the Defense Technology and 20

Trade Initiative. 21

(D) How to advance the Communications 22

Interoperability and Security Memorandum of 23

Agreement and the Basic Exchange and Co-24

operation Agreement for Geospatial Cooperation. 25
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(E) The role of joint exercises, operations, 1

patrols and mutual defense planning. 2

(F) Any other matters the Secretary of De-3

fense or the Secretary of State considers appro-4

priate. 5

(b) INDIA AS MAJOR DEFENSE PARTNER.— 6

(1) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following 7

findings: 8

(A) Subsection (a)(1)(A) of section 1292 of 9

the National Defense Authorization Act for Fis-10

cal Year 2017 (Public Law 114–328; 130 Stat. 11

2559; 22 U.S.C. 2751 note) requires the recogni-12

tion of India as a major defense partner. 13

(B) The President and the Prime Minister 14

of India, in a joint statement, noted that India 15

is a Major Defense Partner of the United States. 16

(C) The designation of ‘‘Major Defense 17

Partner’’ is unique to India, and institutional-18

izes the progress made to facilitate defense trade 19

and technology sharing between the United 20

States and India. 21

(D) The designation elevates defense trade 22

and technology cooperation between the United 23

States and India to a level commensurate with 24
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the closest allies and partners of the United 1

States. 2

(E) The designation is intended to facilitate 3

technology sharing between the United States 4

and India, including license-free access to a wide 5

range of dual-use technologies. 6

(F) The designation facilitates joint exer-7

cises, coordination on defense strategy and pol-8

icy, military exchanges, and port calls in sup-9

port of defense cooperation between the United 10

States and India. 11

(2) INTERAGENCY DEFINITION.—The Secretary of 12

Defense, the Secretary of State, and the Secretary of 13

Commerce shall jointly produce a common definition 14
